The Political Situation—Parties and |

Contest—Speculations as te the Result 
on Taceday.

ConcorD, N. H., Tuesday, March 1, 1870. 

New-Hampshire politicos aré alwéys of in- 
terest, but ‘théy have seldom been more inter- 
esting than now. It has been certain for some 
months that the Democracy ‘Would make a 
desperate effort to rescue thé State, but It was 
not expected that the contest would ‘be so very 
exciting.” Until within a féw months—or per- 
haps I might éay within a few weeks—the 
indications were that thé fight “would be 
of the old sort, hand to ‘hand, ‘between. 
Democracy and Republicanism, with the same 
chances in favor of the former that were found 
in the Fall elections; and’ these, added to a des- 
perate effort on the part of the Deniocrats, it 
‘was hoped would make thém successful.

THES TEMPERANCE PARTY. 

The Temperance Party is, of course, almost ex- 
clusively composed of Republicans. It is small 
in numbers, but very much in earnest. It is im- 
possible to predict how many votes it will cast, 
but its most sanguine members do not claim over 
2,000, while the more moderate estimates say 
from 500 to 1,000. But ‘even this: is not to be 
despised by tlie Democracy, for the time has fre- 
quently been in the past fifteen years that.this 
number of votes would have held the balance of 
power. Last year Mr. STRaRNs had 35,777 votes 
to 32,004 for BEDEL, and forty-two scattering—a 
Republican majority of 3,731.

The Administration and Its Work. 


To-day the country steps across the 
threshold of a new political year, and enters 
upon the closing scene of a decade destined 
to be ever memorable in its history. The 
nine administrative years which have just 
closed were crowded with marvelous events; 
and as we look back upon them and note the 
grand accomplishments, which followed in 
their wake, it seems difficult to realize that 
we have been such recent actors in scenes 
which are already permanently engraved on 
the record of the world’s civilization. It is 
profitless, perhaps, to recall mere incidents 


which have merged in great results. They 


can only serve to revive dead animosities, 
and mar the work of pacification which is 
so necessary to the perfection of our great 
political transition. Yet it is profitable, as 
well as legitimate, to note the more, promi- 
nent political achievements of the time, and 
to gather fresh courage, as well as direction 
for the future. 

The Republican Party may pomt to the 
record since 1860 with a justifiable pride. It 
may claim its justification through its work, 
and offer it as a security for the future. It 
has been made the instrument by which the 
nation has solved the problem that baffled 
the fathers of the Republic; and which later

Mow Excessive Duties Affect Western 


Wheat Growers. 

The price of wheat—the great commercial 
staple of this country next to cotton—is, 
equally with that of cotton, controlled 
by. its price in European markets. Under 
whatever system of domestic economy’ 
therefore, it may be produced, it must be 
sold, both at home and abroad, under con. 
ditions of absolute and unrestricted free 
trade,—that’ is to say, at a price which 
measures very nearly 1te cost. Now, if we 
ean get for our own wheat only what it 
costs other nations to produce theirs, and 
send it to market, we must be driven out of 
all markets but our own, unless we can com- 
pete with them, in its production and trans- 
portation, on equal terms. 


The low price of wheat now prevailing is. 


not owing to abundant crops of our own, 80 
much as to the improved means of ‘trans- 
portation recently introduced into the great 
wheat-growing countries of Enrope, espe- 
cially into Russia aid Hungary, which ena- 
bles these countries not only to send forward 
their produce soon after harvest, but to un- 
dersell us largely whenever we come 1n com- 
petition with them.: We have thus not only 
lost thé advantages which our railroads and 
canals—works in the construction of which 
‘we were, for atime, far in advance of all 
other nations—formerly secured to us, but we 
have now, with no better means of trans- 
portation than our rivals, the disadvantage 
of being compelled to. bring our grains 
from districts situated some 1,200 miles from 
the seaboard, and from distances, inland, far 
greater than those with which our rivals 
havé to contend. These disadvantages are 
by no means neutralized by the fertility of 
our virgin soil. The only way, therefore, in 
which we can recover the ground we have 
lost, and maintain the position we once en- 
joyed, is by an important reduction in the 
cost of production and transportation. The 
“pauper labor of Europe,” freed from all 
burdens but cost, is too much for that of our 
farmers, loaded and hampered by charges 
which excessively increase the cost of these 
products without securing to themany com™ 
pensating advantage in return. 

Under our present tariff the farmer in this 
country pays for all the implements of agri- 
culture a sum nearly twice greater than 
their cost. The cost of the grades of steel 
which enter largely into the manufacture of 
plows, reapers, mowers and similar imple- 
ments, averages $72 per ton, gold, or 3.20 
cents per pound. The present duty is 2.25 
cents, gold, per pound, or $50 40 per 
ton. The other charges of importation equal 


$11 40, gold, per ton, making the excess of 


price. to us, over cost, $61 80, or . 8& 
per cent. A amilar comparison of the cost 
of iron in this country and in England 
would show equally to our disadvantage. 
In other. words, the implements of our 
agriculture cost us nearly twice what 
they should, and nearly twice what they do 
out foreign competitors. Soin ‘all matters 
of transportation. Iron rails cost in this 
country, say $57 50 per ton. Their cost in 
England is only $31 per ton. The excess of 
cost to us is 80 per cent. Steel rails cost in 
England $48 50; in the United States §s1, 
or 70 percent. more. The cost of repairs of 
locomotive engines in this country equals 
15 cents per ‘mile run; in England 6 
cents. The cost of - maintenance . of 
way, including iron, equals in the State 
of New-York, for example, about 49 cents 
per mile “run; in England 18 cents. The. 
cost of operating the railroads of New-York 
for 1868 equaled $1 66 per mile run by the 
trains; in England the cost of the same ser- 
vice equaled 62 cents ver mile—that in New- 
York being two and one-half times greater. A 
great part of this disparity is directly due to. 
our Revenue lew; for although the ‘price of 
labor naturally rales higher in this country

| Rents and wages are no doubt higher than 


in the Summer of 1862, when the price of 
gold was the same.as now ; but some articles 
of heaviest consumption are cheaper than 
they then were, some are no dearer and few 
maintam a higher cost. Yet the rates of 
those who sell food and lodging are from 
twenty-five to fifty per cent. higher than 
they then were, and this at a time when the 
shrinkage of profits in most kinds of business 
makes it much harder for the community to 
pay. The table below gives a fair exhibit of 
the trade value of certain leading = 
the time referred to and at present :,

From. this it appears that while pork, 
whisky and butter cost niore to-day than in 
August, 1862, beef and bread are at about the 
same figures, and coftee is very much lower. 
The average difference does. not justify the 
disparity in the price of living at the two 
periods, even when the increased rents and 
wages are considered. Meanwhile the ten- 
dency of both these items is to diminish. 
Dwellings at least cannot be kept at. their 
existing figures, and the swelling stream of 
immigration, even without Chinese. aid, 
promises ere long to put the value of domes- 
tic service more nearly on a par with that of 
older countries. Clothing has already fallen 
to something like the old-fashioned gold 
standards, and board and lodging must come 
down too. The lowering of taxes, for which 


-we have so earnestly contended, is the proper 


signal for diminishing the burdens of the 
people in every direction, so that their posa- 
ble earnings and needful outlay should re- 
sume a legitimate and healthful relation. 


The corruption and outrageous frauds 
which have so long been practiced in our 
municipal elections have caused many spas- 
modic efforts at reform, but it seems as if, 
in almost every instance, they have made 
matters worse instead. of better. The task 
appears formidable, if not hopeless, and each 
succeeding device to accomplish it proves to 
be. effectually .manipulated by the Demo_ 
cratic leaders in their own interests. When 
we reflect that the control of their party in 
the State depends entirely upon the large 
fraudulent majority which it has been able 
to. register in» the City, it is not 
to be supposed that an effectual rem- 
edy will emanate from them.
